BREAKING STICKS ON HEADS OF 
PRIESTS 
Buddhist Soiomon Enforces Wisdom 
by Personal Chastisement— 
A Strange Ceremony 

In Tokio, Japan, a quaint religious) 
ceremony ig one in which priests seek- | 
ing promotion have to undergo a beat- | 
ing with a thick stick wielded by the) 
head of their sect. 

The ceremony was the climax of a 
five days’ festival near here, in cele-| 
bration of the death of Keizara yl 
hu, founder of the Soto sect, the prin- 
cipal subsect of the Zens, one of the| 
most important offshoots of Budd-| 
hism in Japan. 

Zenism, which {s sald to be the most 
abstruse and profound of all sects, 
aims entirely at salvation by the elim-| 
ination of self and its disciples are 
called upon to undergo the test of 
beating to prove their ability to pass 
through hardships in the cause of Bud- 
dha for the development of their en-/ 
durance and spirit of self-control. 

From the fact that the Lord Abbot 
—as the head of the sect is known — 
broke twelve sticks in the course of 
the ceremony, each stick a yard long 
and as thick as a_ well-developed 
thumb, it may be imagined that the 
test was eminently practical. 

The Lord Abbot's arrival, in a gorg-|} 
eous robe, was marked by tremendous 
beating of huge drums and the shrill) 
piping of reed instruments, and when} 
he had taken his place in the pulpit, 
the holiest place in the temple—made 
from a bundle of stones—the candl 
dates advanced one by one, with 
bowed heads and submitted to the 
Lord Abbot questions which had re- 
sulted from previous meditations. 

The first candidate asked: What 
would be the colcr of the maple leaves 
in the mountains in the present 
month? 

Up went the right arm of the Lord 
Abbot, down came the thick stick on 
the shoulders of the candidate.

Six Walk From Edinburgh to London 

With Petition to Prime Minister 

The six young and pretty wo 
men suffragists in brown and green 
who have marched from Edinburgn 
with a petition to the prime minister 
completed their journey. They 
tramped 893 miles in five weeks. 

Tally-Ho Corner, Finchley, was the 
starting poinc of the last stage. A 
procession of 4000 or 5000 sympatiiz- 
ers joined the band and to the stirring 
strains of the “Women’s March” and 
“See the Conquering Hero Comes,” 
the women marched to Trafalgar 
square, wherds a demonstration was 
held. 

Mrs. 46 Fonblanque, the organiz>r 
of the campiign, was at thelr head 
and the cart containing the petition 
brought un the rear. After the dem- 
onstration two of the marchers, Mrs. 
de Fonblancue and Miss Byham, took 
the petition to 10 Downing street, 
where it was received by one of Mr. 
Asquith’s secretaries, 

All along our march we found every 
class of person, exceyting the hooli- 
gan, absolutely friendly towards us, 
sald Mrs. de Fonblanque, and in all 
parts of the country we have beea 
incited to kill Lloyd George. 

Usually we had breakfast at 8.50 
and fell in to start walking at 9.30 or 
10. Luncheon was a ve y I'ght affair 
of bread and cheese by the wayside, 
and as a rule we reached our night's 
headquarters about 6 o'clock. 

On an average we walked fifteen 
miles a day, except on Sundays when 
we rested, but of course sometimes we 
put in an extra ten miles or more. 

On more than one occasion we were 
the guests of the townpéople. Except 
though, for those spells of hospitality 
we each stood our own expenses 
Roughly speaking, I should say we did 
it on $3.25 a week per head.

The Prized Gem Only the Brillient 
Sarcophagus of # Worm. 
Beience bas discovered the rea) ort 
gio of the pearl to be a worm, [Dr 
Hugh M. Smith gires some Interesting 
information on this subject in the Na- 

tional Geographic Magazine. 

We know that almost any foreign 
body—a grain of sand, a bit of mud or 
shell, a plece of seaweed or @ small 
aulmal—may bg tte irritation cause the 
mollusk to cover it with nacre and 
tnake it the oucteus of a penrl, but the 
largest part of the annual pearl crop 
of the world {s due to parasites that 
normally pase a part of their life cycle 
within the shell of the pearl oyster. 

Minute spherical larvae of marine 
worms known an ceatodes become im- 
bedded fp the soft tissues, as many ar 
forty baving been found in one Ceylon 
oyster. As the result of Irritation the 
oyster forms a protecting sac about the 
intruder, and then, if the larva dies, its 
body ts gradually converted into car. 
bonate of lime. and the pearly mass 
proceeds to grow with the shell. 

If the larva lives it may pass into 
the body of the strong jawed trigger

MUTINY AND MURDER 


Crerar J Renneke ‘ 


IN A FRENCH PRISON 


Chief Warder, His Wite, an Assist 
ant and a Mutineer 
Killed 

-: Paris, some horrible scenes 
of slaughter accompanied the revolt 
of a number of prisoners in the civil 
and naval prison of Rochefort, 

The mutineers killed the chief ward- 
er, his wife, and the chief assistant 
warder. A number of other people 
were badly hurt, The mutineers 
shut themselves into one of the cells, 
and when they were overpowered one 
man“was killed and the ringleader of 
the mutiny hanged himself, 


The mutiny began at 4.30 in the 
afternoon, when the prisoners’ even- 
ing meal was being taken around, It 
began with a violent complaint against 
the food by a navy cook, a man 
named Drahonnet, 

Tho chief warder ordered the man 
to be quiet, and threatened him with 
punishment, Drahonnet who had a 
razor hidden In his right hand, rushed 
at the chief warder, Archinard, and 
as Archinard tried to get at his re- 
volver other prisoners dashed at him 
and Drahonnet cut his throat. 

Archinard’s wife heard his shrieks 
as ho fell, She rushed into the mob 
of mutineers and flew at the ring- 
leader. A prisoner tried to help her 
to seize Drahonnet, but the man, who 
was a giant in stature and in strength, 
caught Mme, Archinard by the hair, 
bent her back over his knee and with 
one stroke severed her head from her 
body. 

The assistant chief warder, Bonnet, 
who had been ip another part of the 
prison, hurried up with other warders 
and a pitched battle began in the cor- 
ridors of the prison. 


Drahonnet had found a long-handled 
hatchet with which he did terrible 
damage, and a few minutes after the 
death of his chief, Bonnet was killed 
by a crushing stroke of the ringlead- 
er’s axe which cleft his skull in 
two. 

The fight had taken place on the 
ground floor of thé prison. The 
noise was heard outside, and a Heu- 
tenant of Colonfal Infantry, Lieuten- 
ant Pernin, who happened to be pass- 
ing, rushed In to give assistance to the 
warders. He received two knife 
wounds in the throat and another in 
the left side, and is not exp cted to 
recover. 

Close cn the heels of Lieutenant 
Pernin came the commissioner of po- 
lice, but the mutineers tore his clothes 
to pieces, rushed him out of the pris- 
on and locked the doors. The ward- 
ers followed, for by this time the pris- 
oners on the upper floors had been 
released, and outnumbering their jail- 
ors, they expelled them and barricad- 
ed themselves in the prison. 

An immenseCrowd of civilians, po- 
lice, gendarmés and soldiers surround- 
ed the prison, The representative of | 
the government and the commissioner | 
of-police took command, and after 
hree hours’ selge the outer doors 
were forced. 

The ground floor corridors were 
dark and silent. The mutineers had 
cut off the electric Nght wepeiy 
An acetylene lamp was brought and 
the white walls were seen to be drip-; 
ping with blood. There was not a 
mutineer in sight, and in the middle 
of the corridcr lay the bodies of the 
chief warder, his wife and his assist- 
ant. Mme. Archinard’s head had 
rolled down the corridor, and was 
stopped by the open door of an empty 

ell . 


With every precaution the soldiers 
and gendarmes and police, with revol- 
vers in their hands, marched up the 
stairs to the second floor. The mut- 
{neers were waiting for them, and 
when more doors were forced there 
was a short but fierce hand to hand 
struggle. 

A volley cowed the mutineers, One 
of them, a sailor named Magnaud, was | 
found dead in a cell, Behind him 
the dead body of Drahonnet, the ring- 
leader, hung from a nail in the cell- 


ing. 

The victims, dead and wounded, 
were taken to the civil hospital and 
all the mutineers were safely locked 
in cells by midnight. Today every- 
thing was calm in the prison.

One Man Rule as Exemplified In Fred- |: 
erick the Great. 


Frederick was an intensively active, 
highly capable, strong willed and self 
reliant commander, He concentrated 
all power In his own hands, reducing 
his ministers to clerical work and his 
generals to the duties of personal lieu- 
tenants. Below him the Prussian ad- 
ministration was a thing of stiff and 
mechanical obedience, lacking in inl- 
tiative and individuality. 

Several of Frederick's military losses 
were due to the fact that he gave his 
generals such minute orders and was 
80 severe in case of disregard. of in- 
structions that they did not dare to 
use their own judgment when unfor- 
seen conditions presented themselves. 
He personally foresaw and provided 
for everything, and he inspected fre- 
quently and thoroughly. His discipline 
was severe, bis organizatic: good, his 
calculation accurate and limited to 
what was possible. His movements, 
which were skillfully disguised, were 
rapid. 

So superior was Frederick to bis op- 
ponents in» strategy that they were 
obliged for safety to keep their troops 
in so concentrated a form that there 
was not sufficient space for effective 
manenvers. He was more capable in 
marching and maneuver than in bat- 
tle, more capable in battle than in 
siege, 

His great defect as an admiuistrater 
lay in the fact that he dwarfed the 
growth of those below him and so edu- 
cated no talented corps to bear the 
political and military burdens of the 
state when he should be obliged to | 
lay them down, He apparently could 
do things ovly through himself, Hay- 
ing a supreme contempt for the capaci- 
ties of most mortals, he had no mind 
to make experiments which might have 
changed his opinions. Although he 
knew for many years that his sueces- 
sor was to be a man withont ability, 
he banded down to him a system which 
required a I’rederick, We may say that 
he brilliantly administered a system 
which was badly organized.—Edward 
D. Jones in Engineering Magazine. 


FLUNG FROM A WINDOW. 


Horrors of a Death Sentence In the 
Middle Ages In Bohemia. 

How many people know what refen- 
estration means? Yet it was once a 
popular method of executing criminals 
avd was the mode of capital punish- 
ment used in Bohemia in the middle 
ages and later. Defenestration means 
“throwiug from a window,” but that 
did not always include all the arrange 
ments made for the doomed man's 
exit from the world. 

In Prague in 1419 the council cham- 
ber of the bradschin, or town ball, was 
used as the place of execution. There, 
im—the presence of the assembled no- 
bles, their invited guests and the dig- 
nitaries of the city, the unbappy 
wretches were cast from a window 
eighty feet to the courtyard below. 

If bis crime was an ordinary of- 
fense the prisoner was merely dropped 
on the stones and allowed to lie there 
bruised and broken until death put an 
end to his sufferings, succor being for- | 
bidden, 

But if he was guilty of treason or 
any act of violence against a noble he 
fell on the sharp spears of a squad of 
soldiers or dropped to the tender mer- 
cies of a pack of fierce dogs specially 
trained for the purpose, or be might 
be flung to wild boars previously en- 
raged by being pricked with spears. 

The last time defetestration was 
practiced was just before the Thirty 
Years’ war, when the imperial com- 
missioners brought an unwelcome mes- 
sage to Prague and were promptly 
thrown from the window, This pre- 
cipitated’ the war and abolished the | 
custom.—New York Press.

Chicken and Veal Pie. 
Buy chicken giblets, the vecks, gis- 


cards, hearts and livers. By adding 
to these balf a pound of veal cutlet 
there is ‘enbigh for an excellent chick: 
en pie. Put the giblets into a sauce- 
pan witb a pint of cold water, a slice 
of onion, a small carrot and a level 
teaspoonful of salt. Simmer until 
there is ouly half a cup of liquid. 
Strain this and set aside, Cut the veal 
into small cubes and cook slowly until 
well done and a light brown. Dut into 
a baking dish with the giblets cut up 
and scatter a little salt fat pork, cut 
to shreds, through the meat. Thicken 
the chicken liquor slightly with flour 
moistened with water to a paste. Cov- 
er with good, rtch pie paste, puff paste 
if you have it, and bake in a steady 
oven for an hour and a half, 


Boiled Cracker Pudding. 

One quart of milk,.one pint of pound- 
ed crackers, three eggs, one-fourth 
cupful of molasses, one cupful of seed- 
ed raisins, one teaspoonful of salt, one 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, one-fourth 
teaspoonful of nutmeg, one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of cloves, one tablespoonful 
of melted butter. Add cracker crumbs 
to milk. Beat eggs until light, add 
sait and spices and combine with the 
crackers and milk mixture. Add mo- 
lasses, raisius and melted butter and 
stir until thoroughly blended. Tie the 
mixture caref™lly in a heavy floured 
pudding bag. Place on a rack in a 
kettle of bollug water, cover avd boil 
two and one-quarter bours. Serve with 
hot pudding sauce. 


Spinach In Eggs. - 

Boll the spinach in a very little wa- 
ter (save the water) and drain the spin- 
ach dry. Chop very fine and mix with 
a tablespoonful of cream. Salt and 
pepper to taste. Have three eggs 
boiled bard; cut them in two length- 
wise; take out the yolks; fill the whites 
with the spinach. Make a sauce with 
one tablespoonful of butter and one 
tublespoonful of flour; stir nontil 
smooth, then add half a cupful of the 
spinach water and bof! for five min- 
utes, stirring all the time. . Put-the 
whites of eggs on rounds of buttered 
toast. pour the sauce around and sprib- 
kle the yolks of eggs (put through @ 
sieve) over the top. 


Peanut Brittle. 

Shell the peannts and remove the 
skins, tben roll the nuts with a roller 
on a marble slab until they are as fine 
as possible. Measure the nuts and for 
every balf pint take one pound of gran- 
ulated sugar. Put the sugar in a 
saucepan without a drop of water, let 
it melt very carefully and when thor- 
oughly melted and brown (not burned) 
remove from the stove. Stir in the pea- 
nuts at once, pour on a marble shib 
and roll very quickly with a roller 
until thin as a wafer; then cut in 
strips.

Peanut Cookies, 

Jeat to a cream four tublespoonfuls 
of butter and balf a cnpful of sugar, 
add two well beaten eggs, four table- 
spoonfuls of milk, one cupful of flour, 
one teaspoonful of baking powder, one 
teaspoonful of essence of lemon or va- 
nilla and one cupful of finely chopped 
peanuts. Drop from the point of a 
teaspoon on to buttered paper, leaving 


la good margin around each to prevent 


running together. Stick a split peanut 
ou top of each cookie and bake in a 
medium oven, : " 


Peanut Soup, 

One pint of shelled and bianched pea- 
nuts, two tablespddnfuls of onion, two 
tablespoonfuls of celery, one pint of 
white stock, fonr tablespoonfuls-ef but- 
ter, ove piut of milk, salt, red pepper 
und paprika. Chop tbe peanuts in a 
meat chopper; cook the chopped nuts, 
the onion and the celery in the white 
stock fur twenty minutes. Melt the 
butter, add the dour, the milk and the 


seisoning; cook for five minutes. 
Combine the mixtures, strain and 
serve. 


Baked Caramel Custard. 

Melt one-half cupful of sugar ip a 
clean frying pan, add one-half cupful 
of water gradually aud cook until 
thick. Beat four eggs uutil light, add 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar, one salt- 
spoonful of salt, one pint of rich milk 
and (be caramel, Butter an earthen 
baking dish, sprinkle with granulated 
sugar, pour in the custard, stand the 
dish in a pan of Lot water aud bake 
uotil trim, 


Shrimp Salad. 

Cream two tablespoonfuls of buttee 
and four tablespoonfuls of flour to- 
gether, add yolks of three eggs and 
two cupfuls of mijk and cook until 
thickened. Add salt, pepper and a 
pinch of cayeune pepper, one-half tea- 
spovnful of mustard and one can of 
sLrimps broken in small pleces. 


Peanut Caramels, 

f’ut Into a suucepan over the fire one 
cuptul of mulasses, one cupful of sugar 
and a quarter of a tablespoonful of 
batter. Cook until the sirup crisps 
when dropped into water; then stir in 
quickly one cupful of chopped peanute 
and pour into buttered tins. When 
nearly cold wark lotw squares.
